These tapestry-like wall textures have both artistic and practical value. A rough or patched 
wall is decidedly improved by sponge stippling and the final effect is one of patterned rich- 
ness. Many people adopt the expedient of doing the walls in a suitable plain color of Flat- 
Tone with the plan of sponge stippling it after a season or two, thereby having a complete 
change in color effect with but little effort. Our decorators find that it is much easier to 
“harmonize”’ a room with its adjoining rooms and their furnishings by sponge stippling 


the walls with related colors of Flat-Tone.

You will observe that your friends will notice and comment upon your painted walls. 
They are quick to sense a tailor-made quality which is just as individual in decoration 
as it is in clothing.

Below, we see a pleasing cool 
scheme with green sponge stippled walls which would be an admirable setting 
for “honey maple” or light stained furniture. At the right the green is empha- 
sizing the furniture against Canary Yellow walls.

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A pink bedroom is always popular, particularly when done in a Flat-Tone “‘Liquid 
Wallpaper” sponge stipple effect.

The 
simple combination of the cream walls and green woodwork (to the right) is 
enriched by accenting with plum colored drapes and turquoise blue lamp.

= Don’t paint the house until all broken, 
leaking gutters, downspouts and valleys 
have been repaired. 


™ Don’t neglect to putty all nail holes. and 
cracks after the priming coat has been 
applied. 


= Don’t paint over blistered paint—scrape 
the surface clean. 


™ Don’t paint or varnish over a glossy 
surface. Rub it dull with sandpaper. 


™ Don’t apply any finish over a greasy 
surface—clean off with benzine. 


# Don’t jam a brush into corners—it 
buckles the bristle and spoils it for good 
work. 


™ Don’t brush out Flat-Tone or Semi- 
Lustre like SW P House Paint—simply lay 
it on smoothly without brushmarks. 
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™ Don’t neglect to coat all knots and — 
sappy places with orange shellac before 
painting to prevent rosin or pitch dis- 
coloring the paint. .

No matter what kind of finish you are applying, the surface to be finished 
must be in proper condition or the results will be disappointing. No matter 
how much work it involves, it always pays to prepare the surface carefully 
and properly. Good painters always observe the following precautions: 


¥ ee 1 Ordinary dirt on old finishes should be 
____ washed off with soap and water. Rinse and 
dry thoroughly. The new finish will then 


be cleaner, more attractive and will wear 


longer. 


2 Dust or lint should be removed with 
a dusting brush because these particles 
always show up greatly enlarged in the 


final finish. 


a? 5 Rusted spots should be sandpapered 


bright and should be touched up with 
primer or with the enamel thinned as 
directed. Let dry before applying the gen- 
~ eral coat. 3 | 


4 Porous surfaces—wood, plaster, wall- 


board, etc., must be sealed with the proper 


primer as specified in each case. Otherwise 
the finish “‘strikes in” and even a number 
of coats applied over such a surface would 
continue to dry spotty. Such a finish does 

not wash easily or wear well. House paint 
applied in. this manner weathers quickly. 


= 5 Greasy surfaces should be washed clean 


with benzine. Waxed surfaces must be 
cleaned off with turpentine.

6 Open-grain woods, like oak, chestnut 
and walnut do not enamel well unless the 
open pores are filled with S-W Paste Wood 
Filler to make the surface level.
